‘Stories were told for 
thousands of years. before they were over 
‘written down, “Indeed, literature is little more 
than a convention of rhetoric, trying to establish 
the spoken word in s more permanent form. 
As a. means of direct appeal there ean be no, 
comparison. ‘Tho drama to an intelligent reader 
may be interesting, but it is the actor who 
brings it to lif. The aaine holds good with the 
story. When one reada, one reads alone ;. when 
‘one listens, one listens in compaay, even though 
the company only consists of to. people—the 
teller and the listener. In reading, one is 
to. one’s own devices of interpretation. Tn 
Estening, one is aided by the voice, tho intona- 
tion, the eyes, the manner of the speaker. By

Bat wo 
can dismiss this contingency, for a bad story~ 
teller would not be allowed to beoadeast, any 
more. than a bad actor would be allowed to 
play Romeo at a West-end theates. 

How often has one not heard of some speaker 

who has worked his audience op to a freucy 
‘Of enthusiasm, and yet whose apeoeh the next 
morning in cold print seemed Ifelest and wn- 
convineing ? "There may be an element of danger 
in this ast affeota religious and political matters, 
boat hardly ad i affects m story as a work of art, 
For & story: is estentially a record of tomo 
spiritual or emotianal experience, and the more 
moving it gy the better, 
‘Writing on fiction, James Stevens once said: 
“The subject of every novelist should be to 
show the progres of a soul towards some 
fmaturity, whereas, the subject chosen by 
practically every novelist is to ahow the progress 
fof some male or femalo person towarda matri- 
mong.” Well, itis quite efident that the soul— 
whatever it isis more discernible through the 
Jbuman voice than throogh the medium of print 
We are nearer to the essentials af life, which is 
‘8 greater thing even than literature. 

Teometimes think that there ja too much rey 
‘erence paid to literatnre, qua literature. That the 
thing sacl is spell-binding. We are thus always 
regarding the spectacle of people with great 
erudition and eminent ability’ writing ‘most

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The Mother of Parliaments. | 


A Talk From Glasgow, by David B, Mungo, LL.B.

this venerable inatitution wh’ch is, indeed, one 
‘of the great contributions of the British rnce to 
civilization, and it is not without reason that 
it lis como to be rvgarded the world over as 
the Mother of Parliaments. 

Of the two Houses of Partiament, much the 
‘older is the House of Lords, which traces its 
descent from the Grest Council of the Norman 
Kings, at fit the only assembly: of the ation, 
‘and having a composition entiealy. royal and 
fristocratic. Wor in this Great Ggascil sat only 
the great mhgrates of tho realm—earls and 
‘barons and the great dignitaries of the Church 
archbishops, bishops, and abbots, All of these 
Jhold their lands from tho King directly as their 
overlord, and among their obligations was that 
fof attending the King in bia Great Council, 
‘whon summoned to its mectings three times a 
‘yeur, to deliberate with tim on the affairs of 
he ation. ‘The’ business of the nation as a 
whole waa thus conducted by the King and his 

of great men 

A Limit to Royal Demands, 
Governinent. was conceived of as entirely a 
matter for the King and the magnates. ‘The 
lower ranks had no voice in their deliberations 
‘But as the power and activities of the monarch 
ineseased, the expenses of government grew, 
fand it beoame necessary to find some means 
by which the burden of the cost of government 
ahould be shared by all classes of the com: 
unit 

‘The King had hitherto looked to the great 
magnates to supply. his financial needs, but his 
increasing demands finally drove them to revelt, 
and, with the armed support of other classes, 
the magnates were able to compel King John, 
in 1215, to grant tho Great Charter, hich 
‘enunciated the principle that there was a Kit 
to the royal demands and that when he required 
supplica (heyond the aida which feudal law 
allowed), he must first of all obtain the consent 
‘of tho Great Council 


‘An Appeal to the People. 
‘That is an important constitutional landinark, 
for it imposed a definite check to arbitrary 
demands by the King. ‘Thus checkmated, he 
hhad to go outside of tho feudal circle and ask 
the people at large to contribute to the financial 
Burdens of State, Brt how was this to be 
‘effected 1 Tt waa obvioualy impossiblo to hold 
8 mass meeting of all the men of the nation 
‘es had been done in the small city States of 
ancient Greeea, It was an innovation of the 
greatest significance when, in the thirteent! 
fentury, first Simon de Montfort, and ther 
Edward 1, hit upon tho ides of calling together 
the nation hy mesns of representatives, To 
the Model Parliament of 1295 he summoned 
‘Hof only the lay and spiritual magnates who had 


hitherto made the laws and conduoted the ala 
of the reali, but also representatives elected by 
shires and boroughs 

Tn the Model Parliament those _lumble 
representativessut side by aide in one Chamber 
with the magnates; but within fifty years the 

Jement began to sit aparCand to 
form a separate House, the House af Commons, 
While the magnates formed the Honso of Lords. 

Henceforth, we have two Houses distinct 
from cach other in charueter, ' One of these 
the House of Lords, ie composed principally of 
those who claim to be entitled to receive a wrt, 
fof summons and to take their seata by virtue 
ff hereditary descent fam ancestors who had 
Deen summoned to it in the Model Parliament 
The other Howse is not hereditary, but is 
representative in character, being composed of 
Yhase eleoted by their fellows aa fit to represent 
thoir interests in Parliament 

‘The abolition of the Upper House has often 
been advooated on the argument that, owing to 
itm composition, it. ie necesmarily opposed. to 
the wishes of the House of Commons and the 
‘mass of the people. 

Frequent Conflicts, 

‘The truth is that in England, from the time 
when the House of Commons first became a 
distinct body, political organization never 
corresponded to clast distinction, a8 was the 
ease in France and Spain. Jn these countries 
all the sons of a noble were ennobled in blood 
‘and formed a separate estate of Parliament, 
distinct in outlook and in interest. from the 
Durgess clans. ‘There wax no link between the 
two, and hence there were frequent. confliets 
which enabled astute monarchs to play off 
claus against class and xo secure for themselves 
‘despotic power. But in England it was other 
wise, ‘The sons of poers are not peers, 
commoners, and they have always been eligible 
for election to the Lower House 

‘Again, those who were elected to represent 
the shires were knights, and though they sat 
in the House of Commons, they belonged 
socially to the same clam as the peers who sat 
in the House of Lords. ‘The fact that the 
knights of the khire aat in the Comnions along 
fide of the humble burgesses, rather than in 
the Lords with the peers to whem: they were 
socially akin, had an immense bearing on the 
future developnient of our Constitution, 


When the Corimons Made No Laws. 

‘The woion of the aristocratic knights af the 
hire with the burgesses of boroughs to form & 
“House of Commons gave power and prestige 
to the Lower House and created a connecting 
link Between it and the House of Lords tending 
to produce harmony in the Constitution, which 
‘would have beenimperilled by dissension between, 
laa and lan 

"To begin with, the Honso of Commons per 
Formed. the very humble function of consenting 
to the geanta to be levied from shires and 
Doronghs, and had no share in the making of 
Jaws or any. control in the policy of the King 
and his Ministers, But gradually, by using. its 
coutrol of the purse as a lever, it was enabled 
‘to establish’ claim to a sbare in logialation and 
8 general control of the administration, — Tt 
Vecame recognized that the Commons had a 
right to withhold supplics til they had obtained 
redress of grievances, and. instead of being 
humble petitioners, they acquired an equal right 
‘with the Lords to initinte Bills to give effect 
toreforms which they desired to makein the laws, 

‘Thus the Commons, beginning in a position 
of inferiority to the Lords, gradually rose to a 
‘position of equality, and finally has become tho 
dominant factor in the Legislature,

And we fru 
ourselves at that stage surrounded by Iona 
beings of apparently a similar nature, But only 
‘apparently. We do nat really know; No man 
hhas over yet seen the naked mind of his fellow. 
And the story of story-telling and, indeed, of all. 
fart is the record of man's struggle 10° o so. 
Anything, therefore, which tencls to accelerate 
this ability to inter-communicate if a good thing, 


Hatreds, dislikes, and. misun 
personal or , internation 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, the result 
‘of not being sufficiently in close touch with ea 
others’ minds, If you go to. any civilized 
country. you will find people of similar classes 
in each country holding an almost identical 


look on life. To make them hate each 
‘other ex masse can only be accomplished by a 
‘subtle system of education, When they come to, 


-know each other, the scales fall from their eyes, 

Personally, therefore, we story-tellers should 
welcome broadcasting not only as a science 
which helps to enlarge our field of operations, 
fand one which supplies a ayrupathetio medias, 
Dut we should regard it as an instrament whose 
ntility cannot but help to -quioken human 
understanding. ‘The voice that comes mysteri 
‘ualy out of the ether is like a portent of a new 
spiritual commonwealth. And one. wonders = 
if science has given us this“ yoioe" from ono 
fend of the earth to the other, why should sho 
not one day prevent us with the eves, the 
features, the expression, the very being of th 
‘people we desire to comanune with ?

‘The mechanical genius, if it i really there, will 
not apoil for keeping.

schoolmaster and bear rule over other litle 

Bat Jet him remember that if bo is 
it of the mechanical instinct, he is in tho 
ority and not entitled to force his tastes pon 
the great majority. 

A Question For “ Father Time 

By all means lot the boys learn their lessons, 
Jet them have no excuse for shitking. Let them 
also play their ericket and eat their seas 
‘But itis « bad time-table which allows no timo 
{or hobbies, and it would be hard to think of any 
hobby so harmless, so useful or 0 educational 
tas witeles. If intelligently punsued, it needs a 
onailorable acquaintance with electricity.

Whare Neon Fought. 

On ither sido rise tho domes and towers of 
‘the great city that has replaced the tiny fishing 
village of the twelfth century. A wooden draw- 
Inge used to span the channel, but this, £00, 
has Vanished and given place to two fine bridgn, 
just as tho monts and ramparts which used to 
surround the old city have given place to 
‘attractive boulevards and gardens. 

‘Tho north-ourt corer of tho harbour is stil 
guarded by a strong moated citadel with five 
bastions, which no doube played its part in the 
‘Battle of Copenhagen. Tt was daring this famous 
fight that Sir Hyde Parker, who was com- 
‘anding the Fleet, boisted the signal of recall, 
‘and Nelron, knowing that tho wind waa in the 
‘wrong direction, placed hin glass to his blind 
tryeand anid he could not see the signal. ‘Thus ho 
disregarded the order tintil he could withdiaw 
in safety. 

‘At the head of narrow arm of the harbour, 
inland from the big steamer quays, you come

‘Nearby, an the quayside, ix one of the mont 
attractive buildings in Copenhagen : the Bx 
Change, Tt is long, low, gabled building with 
& monk extraordinary spire, formed by. four 
Sragons, their heads facing North, South, 
East and Weet, whilo their bodios twit round 
cach othet and their tails form a point at the 
top. 


A Unique Church Tower. 

Another bridge from the Slottsholm will 
bring you into a street with » name nosrly a3 
Jong as itself!
